As-foon as the Prince of Conde was advertiz’d - 
of thefe Motions, he was refoly’d to take Advan- 
tage of their Neceflity, and to attack them before _ 
they could poflibly get together into a Body capa- 
ble of fuftaining the Shock of.the French Army, 
which was, clofely embattlel. ‘To this End he 
caus'd one Part of the Army with four! Pieces of 

oi? .. . C2 Cannon, 
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Cannon, to crofs the River of Pilon, where un- 
fufpeGed they might obferve the Enemies Mo- 
tions. Another Part he pofted in a deep Valley, 
١ where the Confederates could not perceive them : 
And that nothing might be wanting to his full In- 
formation ot their Advances, he caus’d the Ma- 


refchal of the Camp, with a confiderable Detach- . | 


ment, to gain a certain Hill, from whence lying 
under the Covert of thick Woods, he might attend 
every Step of the Enemy, without being difcover’d 


-  himielf. | 
When the Prince had -made «all :thofe Prepara- . 


tions, he fentthe Marquife de Rannes, and the Che- 
valier de Telladet, with the Dragoons under their 
Cemmand, to affault the Confederates not far from 
Seref. "This was perform’d with fo much Vigour, 
that they drove them into the Village, with no little 

laughter ot the Spaniards: But not fatisfied with 
this, they-attack’d them in the Village it felf ; and 
after a long and bloody Confli&, the French beat 
‘em thence alfo, purfuing them into the Pi4in, till at 
lait both the whole Armies were engag’d fell-mell. 
Then was the Fight cruel and fierce, the Officers 


of both Sides behaving themfelves with furpafling _ 
Bravery, and the Soldiers not fhrinking from their. 


valiant Leaders. But Fortune favour’d the French, 
who, before they quitted the Plain, became Ma- 
fters of all the Hollanders Baggage, Ammunition, 
Powder and Moncy, which they brought with them 
to pay the Army. Then the Prince of Conde chas’d 
them into the Village of Dufay, where the Confe- 


derates retrench’d themfelvés under the Covert of 


a Caftle, and a {trong Church. But that ative 
General would not fuffer them to reft long there;

Performances. But looking on them with a ftedfaft 
Gravity, and fetching a deep.Sigh, he reply’d, It is 
the Opinion of the World, that I am fomething vers'd 
| 372 the Affairs of War; it would be an ungrateful Pre- 
fiempiion to oppofe the Publick Sentiment. But I can 
 affure you, there is nothing more certain, than that 
much of my Knowledge in this Kind is owing to my 
deceafed Brother, who by Rules taught me many ad- 
vantageous Improvements of Martial Difcipline. And I 
_ learned not a little from his own exemplary Conduct. 
Another Remark they make, is on the Liberality 
of this General, and his Contempt of Riches: For 
he really impoverifhed himfelf to reward.and gratify, 
his Friends.

and gain’d the Reputation of a very wife and pru- 
dent General. 

It feems the Governor of Treves, whom they 
call the Sieur Vignory, had Orders to come out of 
the Town that very Day, and join the Mare/chal 
de Cregui with five thoufand Men of the Garri- 
fon, to put in Execution fome Defign they had 
upon the Confederate Forces, which lay not far 
of. The Governor in compliance with the 
Order, was marching his Men over a Bridge, 
when his Horfe fuddenly ftarting at_ the Dif 
charge of a Piftol, fell with his Rider“into the 
Ditch, where they both perifhed. Now this un- 


fortunate Gentleman not having difcover’d his fe- 


cret Order to any Perfon living; his Lieutenant 
being ignorant of the Defign, and troubled at this 
unhappy Accident, caufed the five thoufand Men 
to march back again into the Town. Inthe mean 
time the Marechal de Crequi in vain expected the 
coming of thefe Recruits, and finding himfelf too 
weak to refift the. more numerous Troops of 
his Enemies, was forced to give way, whilft they 
advanced to befiege the Town, the main Thing 
which he aimed to prevent. In this Streight he 
had nothing elfe to do but to throw himfelf with 
his Forces into the Town, that fo his Prefence 
might fupply the dead Governor’s Place, till the 
King’s Pleafure was known. He defended the 
Place with much Refolution and Bravery: But by 
the Treachery of a certain Captain belonging’ to 
the Garrifon, it was at length taken after :abun- 
dance of Bloodfhed.

Only the 
Lacedemonians, Thebans, and Athenians thwarted his

who for that purpofe had received vaft Sums of 
Gold trem Darius. , But Alexander foon reducd 
thefe Fa&ioug Sraté and Kingdoms to their Duty; 
utterly. delta ying the City of Dhebes, with the 
Slaughter of/ مومهو‎ of the Citizens, befides 30000 
Captives. This was executed on the 1th of the 
Moon Boedromion, in the 2d Year of the CXIth 
Olympiad. He only fpard the Holt_of Philip his 
Father, when he was left as a Pledge in that City; 
whofe Houfe was left uftouch’d, as alfo that of 
Pindar’s Pofterity. 

From thence paffiag the Helle/bout, he march’d 
into 4fi2, in the Year of the World 3650; and in 
the 3d Year of his Reign. He had in his Army 
30000 Foot and 4500 Horfe. As foon as he fet 
Foot on the Ground ot Afia, he made the Royal 
Corban and Vows for Victory. Then he darted 
a Javelin into the Earth, in Token of. Defiance. 
After which, when he came to Troy, he perform’d 
certain Holy Rites and Myiteries at the Tombs 
of Defun& Heroes, who fell in the Trojaa War. 


When thefe Ceremonies. were, accomplifl’d, he - 


marched directly -againft the Perfians,.who were 
in Number Geoooe Fighting Men. I will not 
tire thee with all the Particulerities that hap- 


pen’d in their March. Suffice it to fay, That عله‎ - 


lexander with his Handful of Macedonizas, after 
many Victories obtained of the Perfians, at length 
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quite Routed the Army of Darius, and took Pof- . 


fefion of that once Formidable Empire. ©

him in the Belief of what fhe faid, fhe promis’d 
to become his Wife, that fo fhe might be Partner 


of his Future Happinefs. In a word, they were | 


married ; and foon after, there arofe a Strife among 
the Phrygians, which was like to prove of dangerous 


Confequence : Therefore the People confulted | 
the Oracle, What was to be done in this Cafe, ©

chufe them a King. And when they ask’d, What 


Perfon they fhould chufe to this Dignity?

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Aw went thence to the Temple of Fupiter. _Gordius 
proved the Man, . ‘and ‘they obeyed the Oracle, fa- © 
luting him their Sovereign. Gordius as a Memo-~ 
‘rial of this’Event, fet up his Wain in the 
Temple of Fupiter, confecrating.it to the Royal 
Majetty. 

hee him his Son Midas reign’d, who filled 
Phrygia with religious Obfervations. Whence arofe 
the common Oracle, That whofoever fhould loofe the 
Knot of the Thonss in the Waggon of Gordius, ta 
obtain the Empire of fei Afia, 
_ Alexander. Ana Ris, and being fpurr’d on by ' 
Ambition, befi eo. and ° having taken the. 
City, makes * afte to the Témple ot Fupiter, where - 
he na esttogy i the Waggon was laid up. Asfoonas - 
he faw it, he try’d to find out the Ends of the Thongs, 
that fo he might loofe the Knot: But ‘perceiving . 
that it was impoffible to come at them without : 
ufing Violence, he interpreted the Oracle in the 
Sent of a Soldier, and cut the outermoft Foldings — 
‘of the Knot with his Sword. Upon which all 
the Ends of the Thongs-appeared,. and fo. he ealily 
performed the fatal Task. 

Yet . this -heroick Prophet, as he had great 
Virtues, fo, had he. no leis Vices. He was very 
cruel to his neareft Relations and Friends; kill-. 
ing Caranus his Brother by a Step-mother, Clitus 
‘his old dear Friend ; Parmenio, Phylotas, Amyntas, - 
Aitalus, Evrylochiss, Paufanius, and many other 
Macedonian Princes, fome ot which were of his 
own Blood. Add to this, his barbarous Ufage of 
«Califthenes the Philofopher, who was brought up 
«with him under Arifotle. THis poor unfortunate 
Man refufing to flatter the King’s Pride in call- 
ing him .a God, fo. difgufted Alexander, that 
feigning himfelf very angry, he charged him. 
with being acceffary to the Plots and Cofifpira- 
eiesthat were form’d againft him. Then he cauted 
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all his Limbs to be mangled and chopp’d after ath. 
inhuman Fafhion. He commanded alfo his Ears, 
Nofe and Lips to be cut. off; which not only gave - 
the poor Wretch infinite Torment, but alfo render’ di 
him a moft deform’d and miferable Speétacle to - 
others. And, to compleat his, Revenge, he caufed 
him in this doleful Plight to be fhut up ina Cage. 
with a Dog, and fo to, be. carried about. to, the Ter-.. 
rer of others. 5 7 

Then. Lyf. machus, one of Alstander’s Generals, — 
and.a Ditciple of . Califtbenes,. taking Pity on fo.

When: this was told the King, he, admiring. the.

Life afterwards.

Honour; alledging, That it was againft the Laws 
of his Country, for ;any Man to reign who was 
not of the Royal Blood. Hepheftion admiring the

him in his Arms, bid him fear nothing, for that Gow 
had appeared to him in Macedonia, in the fame Fig re 
and Form as the High Pricfl made, rxhorting him to 
carry on. the Perfian War, and proffifing him certain 
Victory. After this, the High (Prieft condu&ed him 
into the City and Temple, wit:zb2 facrificed and 
made Corban, He alfo-gave the Fews ‘many ample 
Privileges. ‘ a 

There is one Thing more in the Life of Alexan- | 
der, which becaufe it has fomething very fingular in 
it, I will infert in this Difpatch. 

After the Conqueft of Perfia, as Alexander was 
marching forward, that he might extend his Em- 
pire through all the Ea/ff; Thaleftris, Queen of the 
Amazons, hearing of his Fame, took a Journey of 
five and twenty Days, through many populous Na- 
tions, attended only by three hundred Women, 
and came to his Camp, courting the Honour of his . 
Bed. For fhe had conceived an infatiable : Defire: | 
of having:a Child by him, whom all the Eaf 
proclaimed the greateft Hero in the World. A- 
Jexander..granted her Requeft; and when fhe had 
enjoyed “his: Company: thirteen Days, fhe departed: 
well ‘fatisfied into her own Country, promifing, 
that:if fhe brought forth a Male, fhe would fend- | 
him to: his. Father, according to the Manner of: 
the Amazons ; but 12 Female, fhe would keep it’ 
her -felf. | 
«+ From hence Alexander: marched againt Beffas; | 

who had murder’d Darius, and caufed himfelf to’ | 
he proclaimed King of Perfia. by. the Name‘of Ar-. 
Hoe LAX er KOS. 
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taxerxes. Having overcome him and punifhed his 
Treafons, he proceeded, and fubdued all the Re- 
gions running along the Foot of Mount Cauca/us. 
In fine; he extended his Conquefts to the utmoft 
Borders of India, even to the Oriental Sea; where 
he took Shipping, and returned to Baéyloz, partly 
by Sea, and partly by Land. An Aftrologer of 
great Reputation met him by the way, and dif- 
fuaded him by all the Arguments he could ufe 
from entring the City, affuring him that Place 
would be fatal to-his Perfon. But though dlexan- 
der made fome Demu} at firft, and {eem’d to credit 
the Words جد دام‎ age ; yet being over-ruled by, 
the Counfel’of Anexarchus the Philofopher,.he en. 
ter’d Babylon, where he died; fome fay of Poifon; 
others affirm, that he furfeited himfelf with too. 
much Wine. This was in the 33d Year of his 
Life, and the 12th of his Reign. 
There was a deep and melancholy Silence through 
out Babylon, when once it was known, That the 
Conqueror of the World was dead. Every one was 
pofleffed with various Thoughts and~ Cares; ac- 
cording to their different’ AffeGions and Interefts: 
The Macedonians inwardly rejoic’d, as if they were 
now rid of fome great and formidable Enemy, cur: 
fing his Severity and reftlefs Temper, which had 
expofed them to fo many Toils and Perils: of War. 
Befides, the Princes flatter’d themfelves with a Pro- 
{pect of enjoying every one his Share in fo vaft an. 
Empire. And*the private Soldiers had their Eyes 
\intently fix°d on the immenfe Treafures of Gold 
which Alexander left behind him, and which they 
hoped to fhare among them. For there were at 
that time fifty thoufand Talents in Bank; and three 
hundred thoufand coming in yearly by way of Tri- 
bute and Cuftom. | 
On the other fide, the conquered Nations would 
not at fir give Credit to the Report of thofe |

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who carried the News of Alexander’s Fare. For | 
they thought he mutt, needs be immortal, whom. | 
they had always found invincible. But when Cou- ~

Next is the Arfenal of the City, built on the Sea-. 
fhore, containing a Hundred and eighty. Arches ;. 
under which are very elegant Portico’s, or Piazza?s 
where People walk. There are above Forty thou- 
fand Men-daily at work in this rfenal; and Eighty — 
« great Gallies lie there always in Readinefs for any 
- fudden Expedition. 

Befides, there is another in the Suburbs, wherein 
there always lie a Hundred and fifty.great Galeons 
on the Stocks; and Sixty fitted up with all Neceffa-. 
ries, conftantly lie in the Water. : 

- . The Granaries, or Store-Houfes for Corn, pre- 
fent themfelves next. They are built in a Cor-_ 
ner of the City toward Pera, where the Walls are 
far ftronger than in any other Part, and the- 
. Gates are of Iron. Here is always laid up an. 
‘immenfe Quantity of Wheat and Barley, as alfo . 
‘of other Grain, as if it were to ferve for many. 
Years; yet it is changed for new Corn every. 
‘three. Years They fay, that in the Reign of. 
Amurath. 
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Amivrath III. there was an incredible Abundance of

In the mean Time] muft not forget the Mofeque of 
Fab, where our Sultans receive the Sword: when:

Over againft it are the 
Sultan’s Stables, having very fair Gardens adjoinid

As you pafs from this Palace, it. is impoftible. 


to avoid the Sight of a Pillar, which fhoots up 
from the Top of a Rock, at fome Diftance from 
the City. This Column is all of white Marble, 
and was erected by Cn. Pompey, as a Monument of 
his Victory over Mithridates, the King of Pontus. 


On this Side of the City, there is nothing hardly to 


be feen for eight Miles together, but Houfes built 
for Pleafure and. Delight, with moft beautiful Groves 
and. Gardens. È nat ioe ah

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Over againft the City ftands Pera, an. Arm of the 
Sea coming between. them. This Suburb or Bo- 
rough is inhabited. chiefly by Grecians, and Weftern 
Frank. i ‘ 

. Round about this Suburb are many pretty Country- 
Houfes, Farms and: Granges mo delicioufly feated 
in: the midt. of high Tufts of Trees, with Green 
Fields, and Cryftal Streams adjoining to them.; 
where the: Ambaffadors of Foreign fishers make 
their Abode fometimes. 

I will not carry thee from fence to Scutari, tho’ 
a great and ftately Village, within pe. Liberty alfo 
of the Imperial City. 1 will not detaln thee with 
the Singularities of Thracian Cherfonefus, or drill 
‘thee along to Calipolis ; tho’ this were the firft 
Town in Exrope, which Amurath took in the Year 
1363.

The Chief Magiftrate is called Stamébal Cadifi, or 
Judge of Conflantinople: Before him are pleaded all 
Caufes both Criminal and Civil. He has four De- 
puties under him, who feparately govern the four 
Chief Precin&s of the City. There is likewife an 
Officer called-Sebafz, whole Bifinefs is to take Cog- 
nizance of every one’s Crime that is feized in the 
‘Streets or Houfés, and. to refer it.to the Supreme 
Vizier. He has alfo four Deputies under himi; 
. and all Men are bound’ to affit him in Cafe of 
Difficulty. E 

The Common Prifon of Conflantinople is divided 
into two Parts, the Upper and the Lower. The 
Upper is only for Civil’ Offences, and has an airy - 
_ Green Court in the middle of it, with a Fountain 
continually {pouting up Water; which fomethin 

diminifhes 
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diminifhes the Squalidnefs of the Place. The Lower 
is for Capital Crimes, and is a very Sink of Horror 
and Loathfomenefs.

‘obferved through the Reigns of One and Forty 
Kings of France, and Six and Forty of Scot- 
land, The Scots alfo ufed to fend them auxiliary 
Forces in time uf War. Nay, fo great the Affection

ticrs of France, in Imitation of the Dauphin’s Ex- — 


ample, (fuch is ‘the Force of French ‘Complaifance 
married above ‘an hundred and forty Scotch Ladies. 
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of illuftrious Birth and Quality; among whom were 
two Sifters of the Scotch Queen; one becoming 
Wife to the Duke of Little Bretagne, the other to 
the Count of Flanders. The Scotch Nobility on the 
other hand married many French Ladies of great 
Extraction, tran{porting them to Scotland, where 
they fettled and bore Children. i 
The Kings of France being moved with Grati- 
tude for the frequent Aids and good Offices they re- 
ceived from the Scots; as هلله‎ regarding the Loffes 
which the Scots had fuftain’d in their Quarrels, and 
the ftri&. Affinities that were made. between the 
Princes, Nobles, and other People of both Nations; 
refolved to teftify to the World, how acceptable 
this Obf:quioufnefs of the Scots was to them, by 
honouring them with Benefits and Privileges above 
all other Nations. . 
‘Therefore fome of the Scotch Grandees were 
_ made Great Conftables of France; which is the 
| greateft Office and Dignity in the Kingdom, next 
to that of the Sovereignty it felf. Others were made 
Marfhals, Dukes and Peers of France, Generals of 
_ the French Armies, Viceroys of Tributary Provin- 
| ces and Kingdoms. ‘All the Scots in general were 
had in high Honour and Efteem at the French Court, 
and enjoyed the fame Rights an] Immunities as 
the very Natives themfelves, by the fpecial Grant 
of Henry II. But with this Condition, that they 
fhould perfevere in their Fidelity and Friendfhip 
to the Frezch; and that the French who dwelt in 
any Part of Scotland fhould enjoy the fame Rights 
and Privileges as the Natives of the Country. 
The Parliament of Paris fubfcribed to this Grant; 
| and it was confirmed by Henry IV. about the 
Year 1599. 
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Likewife Charles XI. confirmed to the Scotch Mer 1‏ 


chants all thofe Privileges and Immunities which 
their Anceftors had enjoyed: ‘That they fhould te 
free frem all Exactions, Impoftsand Cuftoms which 
are ufual! ly paid for Merchandifes. 


As to the Original Rife of the Scetch Guards جه‎ . 
bout the French King’s Perfon, I will tell thee as. 


briefly as I can. 

Lowis, who acquird the Title of Saint for war- 
ring in Perfon againit the Mafflmans, when he 
marched . towards Palefiine, appointed four and 
twenty Scotch Seldiers to have. the Guard of his 
Perfon Night and Day.

The Marquis de Balbafes made his Publick En- 
‘try into Paris on the 11th of the 6th Moon, in 
Quality of Ambaffador Extraordinary from the

‘tn the Hopes he had of feeing a lafting Peace fertl€d,

Thefè united 
their Forces, and expell’d the Sicilians from the 
‘Country, who paffing over to Trinacria, or the 
Ifland of Three Capes, gave to it. the Name of Sici- 
lia, which it retains to this Day. When Evander. 
had been five Years in Italy, Hercules; with a Com- 
pany of Greeks, landing on the fame Shore, was 
_kindly entertained by him. 
| (At length the Kingdom of Latium fell to La= 
tinus, in whofe Reign ineas came thither; and 
having enter’d into a League with Latinus, mar- 
ryd his Daughter Lavinia: From whole Name, 
he called a Town which he built in thofe Parts, 
١ Lavininm. Then. Turnus, King of the Rutuli, be-. 
ing angry that Latinus had given his Daughter to. 
a.Stranger, rather than to him. who was a Native, 
and to whom fhe was before betroth’d, invaded 
his Country. But the Rwzzli were overcome in 
| Battle, and both Zurnus and Latinus lo their 
Lives: So that the Kingdom fell to Zzeas.. But 
he enjoyd it not long; for the Rutuli, at three 
Years End’ came. againft him, under. the Condu& 
~ of Mezentius King of the Tyrrberians; now call’d 
| Tofcans. | And ZEneas being kill’d in the Battle; قلط‎ 
| Son Afcanius took: Poffeffion of the Kingdom. He 
having made Peace with Mezentius, and quell'd 
the ret. of \his Enemies,. built.a City which he 
| calld Long Alba, the 30th Year frem the Building 
of: Lavininm. In this City of Long Alba; there 
| rcign’d after d/canius fourteen Kings, even to 
the Time of Romulus, and the Foundations of 
Rowe.

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Rome. The fourteenth of thefe Kings was -Amu- 
lias, who over-reach’d his Brother Namitor, to’ 
whom the Kingdom belong’d by Right of Primo- - 
geniture.’ And to be fecure of all Things, he

Veftal; that he might have no Fear of Numitor’s © 
Pofterity. Yet Sylvia was got with Child by. 
femebody, and brought forth Twins, who were 
called Romulus and Remus. 'Thefe were expos’d to 
the wide World by the Command of King 4mu-— 
lis; and privately nourifh’d by Fauftalus, till they 
came of Years. Then being inform’d of their: 
Birth and Extraction, with the true State of. 
‘Things, they flew Amulins, and reftor’d their Grand- 
father Numitor to his Kingdom; In the fecond. 
Year of whofe Reign, Romulus built the City of 
Rome.

“In the eighteenth Year of his Age, Romulus . 
was faluted King, when he had kill’d his Brother. 
Remus, for leaping in Contempt'over the Ditch he. 
had made round the City. Thus: he confecrated 
the Fortifications of the City with his own Blood. - 
But all this while Romulus: had built but ‘the Sha-° 
dow of a City, fince there were no Inhabitants to. 
people and defend it. However, he quickly pitch’d: 
upon a Method to fupply this Defe@. There was! 
a Grove hard by, which he made a Sanctuary for. 
all Perfons'in Diftrefs, and: who were willing’ to. 
make their Fortunes upon Hazard. This was" 
proclaim’d: in the. neighbouring Regions; and». 
an innumerable Multitude of Criminals, . Debtors,’ 
‘ and Malecontents, flock’d thither from ‘all Parts; 
befides Shepherds, and other Perfons, who only,

Life. So that’ there was a Gallimaufry of Trojans, 
who came ‘over with Eneas; of Arcadians, who: — 
followed» Evander; and of feveral other Nations;

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thefe as out of fo many Elements, Romulus ex- 
acted the Body of a Commonwealth. But he con- 
1 ered withal, that this new Republick could not’ 
- fabfaitt beyond ‘the. Age and Lives of thofe Men 
| who form’d it; they being without Hepes of Po- 
| fterity, as having no Women.among them. . To 
provide for this Inconveniency, they treated with 
the bordering People about Marriages: which. being 
denied fhem, they had recourfe to Stratagems and 
Violence.

And the Commonwealth was brought 
into {uch Order, by the exquilite Policy of this 
wife King, that the Difference of every Man’s 
Patrimony, Dignity, Age, Trade, and Office, was 
regifter’'d in \publick Tables; which render’d the 
Oeconomy of this great State as regular and cafy, 
as that of a private Family or Houfe.

Neither did he*govern the State ا‎ 
with lefs Wickednefs and Cruclty, than that by 
which he obtained it: For he denied Burial to. his 
murder’d Father-in-law; faying, That he doferv’d 
not better Ufage than Romulus, who perifh'd without 
a Sepulchre. He alfo flew the Chiefs.of the Nobles 
whom he fufpeéted to be of Servius’s. Interett, 
And his Wife Tullia was as bad.as he: For as 
foon as fhe had faluted her Husband by the Title 
of King, fhe caus’d herfelf to be driven in a Cha- 
riot over the dead Carcafs of her Father. Both of 
them exercis’d great Cruelty, and maffacred many 
of the Senators. But the Pride of Tarquin was 


intolerable to all. Tilljoat-length, when he had 


{pent enough of اخلط‎ Rage at home, he turn’d it 
againft his foreign Enemies abroad, and took ma- 


ny ftrongeTowns in Lariwm. However, notwith- 


ftanding all his Vices, he gave the World this Proof 
of his Piety; that out of the Spoils which he 
took from his Enemies, he raifed “Money, and 
finifvd therewith the Temple ot Fupiter in the 

K Capitol, ' 
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Capitol, which his Father Targuinins Prifcus had be- 
gun. The Story fays, that as they were laying the 
Foundations ‘of this’ Temple they found the Head 
of a Man; which they interpreted as a good Omen, 
That. Rome fhould be the Seat of a vaft Empire, and 
Miftrefs of the whole Earth; as it afterwards came 
to pais. | ) 
The People of Rome bore with the Pride of Tar- 
guin, but would not bear with the Luft and Tyran- 
ny of his Sons; one of which ravith’d Lucretia, a 
Woman, of admirable Beauty and Virtue. The 
chafte Matron, expiated the Difgrace, by ftabbing 
her (elf: And,’ as fhe bréeath’d her laft, fhe charg’d 
Brutus and Collatinus, two Pritices, to revenge her 
Caufe. Wherefore they ftirred ‘up the People to 
afiert their Liberty, and abrogate the Kingly’ Go- 
vernment: Which was as readily done, as men- 
tion'd. And’here was an End put to the Tyranny 
of Kings. . 1 A 
. In my next I will relate the Increafe and Pro- 
prefs of the Roman State under the Government of 


Confuls and Emperors: Which will comprehend - 
the mof memorable Events of Peace and’ War,

King ; next for the Bounds of their Dominions; 
then for their Confederates ; and laft of all, for 
Glory and Empire : Being on every Side invaded 
and molefted by the adjacent People. For: they 
had no Territories within the Walls of their 
City : So that they were no fooner out of the 
Gates, but they were expofed to the Tofcans and 
Latins ; between whom the City was feated, as it 
were in the Middle. Thefefore refolving ‘to en- 


large their Territories, they took one, City and. 


Province after another, till at length they became 
Matters of all Italy. Ea? bie ee cal 
Their firfl Expedition was againft Porfenna, King 


of the Tofeans; who took the Field with a great 
“Army 5 having the Tarquias along with him,whom | 


he undertook to re-eftablifh in the Throne. of 
their Fathers.. He made fierce and refolute Ad- 


vances, poflefling himfelf of the Hill Yaniculum, 
and the Aventes ofthe City; where he befieged | 
them clofe, and prefied them with Famine. Yet. 


the Romans: fuftain’d all with admirable Bravery :- 


And their flout Refiltance had this Effe&, that at, 


length Porfenna, when he had ‘almoft’ vanquifh’d 
them, made a League of Peace. He was chiefly 
k ud ¥ be at & mov’d 
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mov'd.to this by thofe Prodigies and Miracles. of 
Roman Fortitude, Horatius Cocles, Mutius Scevola, 
and Clelia, The firft of which, when ‘he was not 
able to keep off the , unequal Throng of his 
Fener) where. crowding on him; at 
length broke down the Bridge, and fwam crofs 
the Tyéer with his Weapons in Hand. ‘The Se- 
cond attempting to kill Porfenna in his own-Canip ;. 
when by miftake he had, inftead of the King, 
ftabb’d his Vizier or Secretary, and for thar Fa& 
was feiz’d ; he thruft his Right Hand, that ‘was 
guilty of the Error, into the Fire, faying, with 
a menacing Voice, Think not thy (elf the afer, @ 
King, becaufe thou haft efcaped my Haid, fince ther: 
get remain Three Hundred Romans, who have “all 
fworn to make the fame Attempt. Porfenna trembled, 
and was aftonifhed. at the Boldnefg of the Man; 
whilft Mutius ftood- fill, undaunted with his 
‘Hand broiling in the Fire, as a Demonfration 
of. his invincible Conftancy, and of the ‘Truth of 
what he affirm’d: Thus did.thof Two Famous 
Men behave themfelves. And as if a Glorious 
Envy had fermented the Virtue of the Female . 
Sex ; a certain noble Virgin, called Clelia, who 

Was given in Hoftage to the King Porfenna, efcap'd 

her Guards by Night; and mounting a Horfe 
which fhe found in the Way, fwam over the 
(‘Tyler on him. Porfenna, as if he were terrified at 
the Fortune and ftupendous Refolution of the 
Romans, confented to a Peace: But the Latins 

‘would not let them ref fo; for they alfo ‘at- 
tempted to reltore the Targuins; not fo much in 
Love to them, as out of Spite to the Inhabi- 
tants of Rome, being defirous to fee that People 
at ‘leaft fubjugated at Home, who lorded it {o 
. Abroad, There was a bloody F ight between 
‘em; and the Fame goes, that Two Gods, Ca/for 
and Pollux, were prefent on White Horfes, as 
Sor Sola Vas Spectators - 
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Spe&tators of the Combat. Wherefore, ‘after the 
Romans had gotten the Victory, they built a Tem- 
ple to thefe Warlike Deitics ; as a Stipend ‘or 
Reward to their Champions. And thug far they 
fought for Liberty ; ‘which having  ficcessfully 
afferted. and eftablithed, they were involv’d in 
frefh Wars, about the Confines of their Domi- 
nion. © 

It would be too tedious to rehearfe the various 
Battles and Encounters between them and the 
Neighbouring Nations, wherein at laft they always 
got the Victory, and extended the Limits of their 
Empire far and wide. Such alfo, and fo prodi- 

ious were the Actions, Exploits, and. hardy Per- 
formances of this ftout People, that when King 
Pyrrbus confider’d it, he brake forth into this Excla- 
mation: How enfy were it, faid he, ro obtain the Em- 
pire of the World, were Pyrrhus King of the Romans; 
er the Romans Soldiers to Pyrrhus! Mana 

Yet as faft as this Victorious People 4 
their Territories Abroad, fo did their Seditions 
and Tumuits increafe at Home; raifed by the Am- 
bition of fome, and the Difeontent of others; ‘till 


at length they had entirely fubdued all “Italy to. 


their Obedience: In which Enterprize they fpent 
Five Hundred Years, before they brought it to 
Perfection. ask | i 
Then, like a Fire which devours all the Wood 
it meets in its Way, till its Fury be ftoppd by 
the Intercourfe of fome River; fo the Romans 
ceas’d not to conquer to the vety Shores of Italy. 
But when they confider’d Sicily, as a moft Rich 
and Plentifal Ifland; only rent, as it were by 
fome Injurious Stroke of Time, or Fate, or Chance, 
from their Continent; they refolved to unite 
‘thefe again by Arms and War, which could not 


be join’d together by Bridges, or Piers. And a | 


very favourable Opportunity prefented it felf to 


Li 


them — 
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them for this purpofe; whilft the. Confederate 
People of Meffina, the chief Mart of that Ifland, 
complain’d of the Tyranny practifed by the Cartha- 

ginians, ia 
At that Time Rome and Carthage were emt- 
lous of each other; Both equally Rivals for Si 
cily, and the Empire of the World. ‘Therefore 
under a Mask of helping their Friends and Al- 
lier, the Romans betook themfelves to the Sea; 
but with real Defign to enrich themfelves with 
Booty, and adding this Ifland to their Empire و‎ 
Whilft the Carthaginians appear’d like Open Ene- 
mies and Pyrates, without any Difguife. Thefe 
having loft their Fleets in various Confli@s, their 
Fate yielding to that of Rome, the Romans made 
Sicily a Tributary Province, and then reduced 
Sardinia and Corfica. Thus having expel?d the 
Carthaginians out of all the Iflands of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, there remain’d nothing for them to 
Conquer. on that Side, but Africk it felt. Where 
alfo they Landed, and took. above Three ممم‎ 
dred Places. of Strength, in a fhort Time: 
Though they were ftoutly oppos’d, not oaly by 
‘Men, but alfo by Monfters. For a certain Stu- 
pendous Great Serpent, a Hundred and Twenty 
Foot in Length, annoyed their Camp very 
mitch, near the River Bragada; as if this Dread- 
ful Beaft had come into the World on purpofe to 
be the Ghampion of its Native Country, and de- 
fend or revenge Oppreffed dfrick. But Regulus, 
“whof Victorious Arms, neither. Men, nor Mon- 
fters, nor Fate, could hitherto refift; made no ftop, 
till he came with his Army before the Walls of 
Carthage it felf, the Root of all this War. Here 
| Fortune began to fall off from him, and prove 
‘his Enemy: Yet fo as only to give an Occafion 
for the Roman Virtue to appear more Illuftrious, 
‘For though by the Good Conduct of Xanrippus the 
: L 4 ٠. Lacede 
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Lacedemonian General, Thirty Thoufand. Romans 
were «kill’d. ins one Fight, and Regulus himfelf 
‘taken Prifoner;: yet fo great a Misfortune could 
not. make him» lofe himfeif, or fink into any 
Pafion. bencath the Conftancy and. Fortitude of 
“an. Invincible Hero. The Carthaginians fent him 
as their Ambaflador tothe. Senate of Rome, to 
propoie a Peace, and the Exchange of Captives. 
But. he was of a contrary Sentiment, and. diffua- 
ded the Senators from , hearkning to any fuch 
Overtures; chufing rather bravely t to return to his 
former Captivity; there, مع‎ be .crucify’d ; than 
be Infivumental in Word or Deed to the deaft 
Difhonour or Difadvantage of his Country: So 
that though: vanquith’d, “he. ‘yer feem'd عافد فى‎ 
mph Bet »his Conquerors. And his lamented 
Fare had this Influence on the Romans, that~it 
made them profecute the War with: more. Fierce- 
néis and Ardor, to revenge the Blood of sRe- 
gelus, thin-in Hopes of Conquett. So deep are 
che imprefiions ot. Love, which.a good General, 
Living or Dead, makes in the Hearts. of «his Sol- 
diers. Thus the War was renew’d again in Sr 
city; wherein the, Romans came off Conquerors: 
And cas an. Eyidence of the Greatnefs of their 
Vi&ory, they ‘fhew*d an. Hundred. and Twenty 
Elephants taken from. the. Enemy in the Field. 
Which would have ben a great Prey, had they 
been, taken in Hunting; but. now fervîd only as 


a Trophy of a more expenfive, Conqueft. This 


Victory was obtain’d in the Confulfhip of . Merel- 
lus; which was follow’d by a terrible Over- 
throw at Sea, in that of .4ppias Claudius: When 
the Romans feem’d not fo much overcome by their 
Enemies, as by the Prophanenefs. of their Gene- 
ral, or the Divine Vengeance. For he confult- 


ing the Augurs before he began the Engage- .. 


ment; Chickens were let out of their Coops, .to 
obferve

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vobferve the wifh’d: tor Trepidation of the Corn 
‘they were*to feed on. But when the Oraculous 


Birds would not tafte a Grain; the General difguft- 


ed at) the Fatal Omen, commanded them. to be 
drown'd in the Sea, faying, with an impious Jet: 
Since they will not eat, let them drink their Fill. 


In the fame Place was the Roman Navy funk and 


deftroy’d. : 

There were many fuch Encounters as thefe be- 
tween them, for the Space of Four and twenty 
Years and upwards; even till the Confulfhip of Lx- 
tatius Catulus; when the Enemy feem’d not to ad- 


«vance with a Fleet of Ships, well mann’d and rigg’d 
-with all Neceffaries, but all Carthage appear’d upon 


the Sea with the Woods and Forefts round about 


“it./ This prov’d. its Ruin. For they. were too 


heavy for Service: Whereas the Roman Navy was 
light and expeditious, like a. moving Camp ‘in 
the Sea.’ In a.word, they fet upon the Cartha- 


«ginians {o furioufly, and thatter’d their Veffels with 
Sach; Speed, that all the Sea between Sardinia and 
«Sicily; was -cover’d withthe difmal Wrecks. And 


this: Victory was 40 great, that they had no far- 
ther Thoughts ot failing to Africk, and razing 
the Walls of their Enemies that being counted 
needlefs, fince Carthage was now extinguifh’d in 
the Sea. ‘ ; 

After this War_was finitfi'd, the Romans enjoy’d 
a fhort Reft, as it were to breathe themfelves, 
And as a. Demonftration of. Peace, .the Temple 
of Fanus was fhut up, it having been conttantly 
open before, frora the Reign of Numa Pompilin:. 
And this Di&inGion was the Publick Emblem ‘or

Wars with the Lizarians, Gauls, Illyrians, Macedo- 
nians, Syrians, Germans, Spaniards ; and, in fine, 
with thé. moft potent Nations on Earth. “Twill

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. beasirkfor: to bedetain’d with a Rehearfal of their 

Domeftiok Scditions, and Changes of Government. 
Suffice it to fay, that this People grew worfe by 
the Increafe of their Empire: And after they had 
fubverted Carthage, Corinth, Numantia, and ‘other 
Famous Cities of Europe, Afia, and Africk: After 
they had fubdued Gaal; Terace, Cilicia, Cappado- 
cia, Armenia, Britain, and many other moft rich 


and opulent Provinces abroad; they began to make - 


War among themfelves ; their former Virtues turn’d 
into Vices: . The Seditions, Confpiracies, and Emu- 
lations of the Trimmeviri, the Tribunes, of Cataline, 


Marius, Sylla, Anthony, Pompey, and a thoufand 


“other Popular Gommotions, help’d towards the Con- 
fafion of this Empire; which feem’d to be the Sup- 
port of all Things. — Pit 
Moft Divine of the Succeflors of the Prophets; 
this vaft Empire is now become but as a fhatter’d 
Skeleton of antient Rome: And moft of the Exte- 
rior Members, are fallen to the Share of the All- 
conquering Ottomans. Gop perpetuate the Victo- 
ries of True Believers; and yet grant, that their 
Conquefts may. not out-laft their Virtues.

under their Obedience. But fince by the Fate of 
War, it is fallen into the Hands of the’ vi&torious

There is no doubt, but fince the Conqueft of 
Candia by the Muffulmans, the ‘Imperial City مه‎ 
bounds with Geographical Defcriptions; Natural, 
Moral, and Political Qbfervations on it. But per- 
-haps they were wanting in the Hiftory of that Fa- 
mous Ifland: In regard the Books of the Gentiles, 
are not much read by the True Believers: And ’tis

Ifland; >and 
having defeated the True Believers, took Poffeffion 
of it, and reduc’d it under the Jurifdi@ion of 
Genoa; whofe Power at this Time was very great 
by Sea. 
CiAfien the Dominion of Charles: the Great, his 
Pofterity was by Degrees fo diminifh’d,, that: ‘at 
length it became in a manner quite extin&; the 


more. potent among the Citizens took Turns to. 


-ufurp. the Government, and exercife a Tyranny 
over the Inhabitants; which fo exafperated* them 
that they often fubmitted themifelves to Foreign 
Princes. But finding Mill as great Inconveniencies 
in this. Dependance on’ Strangers; at laft, follow- 
ing the Example of the Venetians, they. chofe: to 
themfelves a Duke; in the Year 1337 of. the Chri- 
ftians Hegira.. Him they fent with a Fleet to. con- 


quer Cyprus; which he accomplifh’d with good ‘ 


Succefs. For, having taken the King and Queen 
of the Country Captives, he imprifon’d them; till 
they agreed with him for a yearly Tribute to be 
paid to the Republick of Gevoa; and then he re- 
ftor'd them to their Native Poffeffion; referving 


only Famagufia, the chief City of the Ifland,. to 


himfelf. i "pike 
He enter’d alfo into a War with the Venetians ; 
but. being overcome in Battle, at his Return he 
was depos’d from the Ducal. Office, and thrown 
into Prifon; another being chofen in'his Place. 
This was more fortunate than his Predeceffor again® 
the Enemy; doing -them many Injuries; but, at 
length he was kill’d in Battle. , A009 
Then. the Genoe/e, elected another Duke, who 
going to Conflantinople, performed fuch eminent 
Services to the Emperor in. his Wars, that he 
| gave 


* 
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gave him the Ifland “Mirylene; which the Genoefe 


held till the Year 1254. 

After this, they created one to rule over them 
under the Title of Prince, in the Year 1381: But 
not liking his Government, they threw them- 
felves upon the Protection. of Charles VII. King 
of France, who fent thither his Deputy. Being 
foon weary of the French Government, they join’d 
themfelves to the Duke of Milan; under whofe 
Patronage they lived till the Year 1435, and then 
abdicating him, they created a Duke of their 
own again. This raisd Factions in the City; 
whilft fome adher’d to the French Intereft, and 
others elpous’d the Duke of Milan’s Caufe. At 
laft they fell again under the Power of the French, 
whom tliey obey’d; trl Andreas d'Oria having 
-quell’d the Seditions, ‘and pacify’d the Conventions 
‘of the Freggt and Torni, two prevailing Faétions 
‘in the City; one confifting of the Nobles, the 
‘other of the Commons; he’ eftablifh’d that Liber- 
‘ty in the Commonwealth of Genoa, which fhe has 
enjoy’d ever fince, till of late fome new Troubles 
‘have been given em by the Kings of France and 
Spain. 4 
As to the Original of the Gerceft, it is uncer- 
‘tain. Strabo, and.others, are of Opinion, that this 
Nation defcended from the Greeks; whilft Thaci- 
dydes derives them from the Sicihians. They were 
' ©2114 Ligurians by the People of Rome. And Florus 
‘mentions a certain Race of Ligurians, who dwelt 
in the Dens and Caves of Mountains, being a very 
fierce and warlike People. . 

But now-a-days the Genoefe are a very polite and 
civiliz’d People; of a lively and fubtle Wit, efpe- 
‘cially in Merchandizing, by which they greatly en- 
rich themfelves. They are alfo exceeding induftri- 


ous, fhunning no Labour or Danger for the Joe 
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of Gain. They appear ftudious of ‘thofe things 
which tend to the Good of the Commonwealth ; 
yt are extremely fickle and inconftant, given. to 

action, and defirous of Novelty, as is manifeft 
by what I have before related of them: Which 
occafioned a certain King of France, when one of 
his Lords told him that the Genoefe were about to 
‘throw themfelves on his Patronage, to anfwer, not 
without fome Indignation, That they might go te 
the Devil for Protection: For I, fays he, will have 
nothing to do with Men, who are more unfiedfaft than | 
the Waves of the Sea. o 

This Inconftancy never appeared more plainly 
‘than in the late Confpiracy of Raggi and Torne, 


‘which had like to have prov’d of fatai Confequence. . 


‘As to Vachero and Balbi, they were like the Dog 
‘in 5م250‎ Fables, who loft the Bone to catch at its 
“Shadow. in the Water: So thefe Sea-Mirmidons were 
“not-content with the ftrong Party which they had 
“made in the City,’ but muft needs go to corrupt the 
Navy too; which ruin’d all their Defign ; for the 
‘Plot was difcover’d by one of the Sea-Captains. 
‘This’ Commonwealth has been afli@ed with many 
Wars and Plagues; but none of either Sort ever 
threaten’d it with fo much Defolation as the lat; 
‘the one having almoft exhaufted their Treafury, and 
the other as near emptied the City of its Inhabi- 
tants. As for the firft Misfortune, the Scarcity 
of Money, they knew quickly how to remedy it; 
being perfect Chymifts, and Mafters of the Philofo- 
pher’s Stone, if there be any fuch thing in Nature. 
But whether there be or not, this is certain, That 
the Genoefe are old Doctors at garbling, tranfmuting 
and adulterating of Metals ; And the Ottoman Em- 
pire has experienced it to the great Damage of our 
Merchants at Conffantinople, Smyrna, Aleppo, and 
other ‘Ports, where the Gencefe did put off their - 
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bale. Coin,. to the Value of . fome Millions. But 


this Cheat may coft them dear one time or 
١ other. ( ots 1 

The Genoefe appear at prefent more inclinable to 
Merchandife than to War. However, it muft be 
confefs'd, that this Commonwealth has brought 
forth valiant and expert Soldiers; as 15 evident 
from..the Families of .the—Doria’s, Spinola’s, and 
others, who have proved famous Generals, and 
Leaders of Armies in feveral Parts of Europe. 

Of fuch as thefe has Gezoa more caufe to boaf, 
than of any ftrong Forts, Caftles, or fenced Cities 
«within her Dominions in Italy. Nay, the chief 
City, Genoa itfelf, trufts more in the King of Spain’s 
Protection, than. in. her own Strength. That 
Monarch is indebted .to the Genoefe Merchants 
eighteen Millions of Gold, befide the Intereft 
Of ***** Years. For this Bill was given in to 
him in the Year 1600 of the Chriftians Hegira. 


By this thou may’ guefs at the Riches of this . 


Commonwealth. 

* As to the manner of their Government, ‘it differs 
not much from that of Venice; the fupreme Power 
being in the Hands of the Senate, who elect a Duke 
every two Years by Lot, out of four Men who 


are propos’d as worthy of that High Office. No © 


Man can propofe any thing to the Senate, but the 
Duke himfelt;. who lives ina Publick Palace during 
the two Years of his Government, and has a 
a guard of five hundred Germans about his Houfe

Devils; the Efficacy of Prayers, and even’ 
our immortal’ Happinefs or Mifery after this Life.

When the Tranflators fhall have 
procur’d the Books I have nam’d in a Catalogue, 
there willbe nothing more wanting, but the Com- 
piler’s Care in. delivering a correct Chronology. 
Wherein it will be neceflary to deviate from. the 
Nazarene and Fewi/h Hiftorians; who feem to have 
curtail’d the Age of the World, and reprefénted it 
infinitely younger than. it is, in the Records of the, 
moft'ancient and unfufpeéted Writers. : 
~The Ground of this Error, no doubt, was partly 
the Ambition of the Fewi Nation, to poflefs a 
Fame of greateft. Antiquity, and to. be accounted 
Older than other Countries; and partly the Lofs 
of fuch Monuments and Records, as were Extant 
in other Nations before Noah’s Flood. 

Of all People in the Earth, the Fews feem to: have 


been moft guilty of impofing on the World an Opi~ 


nion of their: Antiquity,. and aggrandizing their 
Line above all the Race of Adam. And from them 
the Error is tranfmitted tothe Chriftians ; who giving, 
a kind’ of implicit, and blind Faith to the Hebrew 
‘ Hiftorians,’ have ‘confin’d the Age of ‘the: World. 
“Within the Compals of fix thoufand Years ;’ where- 

rer > as. 
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as, if other Chronologies be true, it may, for ought . 
we know, be above‘ Six. hundred thoufand Years. 
old. 

The Egyptian Chronicles give us an. Account of 
no lefs than feventeen fucceflive Dinaffies, or Go- 
vernors in that Nation, before the Fewifl and Chrî* 
ftian Epocha’s of the Origin. of Time. The Affyrians. 
boaft of a Race of Kings long before, Nozh’s Flood; 
whofe Succeffion continued down.to the Reign of 
Sardanapalus, without the leaft Interruption or Va- 
cancy made by any fuch Deluge. But the Chinefe 
and Indians exceed all the ret of the World in the. 
prodigious Antiquity of their Records. And among, 
the latter, their Brachmans affert the Age of the 
World to be little lefs than Infinite. or Eternal.. 
The Laws and. Hiftories of this Nation,. (1 fpeak. 
at the Gentile Indians) are written in a Language 
which is now antiquated, and has no Affinity with. 
any other ‘Speech in the World. And. the Books 
that are extant in this Language, affert, that it was 
the firft and. primitive Speech of Mankind. None: 
underftand it atthis Day, but the Priefts and. fuch as 
they vouchfafe to teach it to, in their Schools and: 
Colleges. Yet this is.the Language wherein. are 
written the Hiftories of their firft. Kings, the Ori-. 
ginal of their Government, and the Fable les of the: 
World's immenfe Antiquity... 

Certainly, it would be a Deed. ‘worthy, of. thy, 
Munificence, to. procure a Tranflation of fome, of 
thefe Records, that fo we may no longer be in the 
Dark, as to the Hiftory of that renowned Nation: 

And I could heartily with our-Chronology in this. 
Work, might receive fome Light. from, fach 10+ 
queftionable Monuments. net

But they will object, perhaps, How. is it poffible- 
that any Records could be preferv’d, of the Times.

all the ret of Mankind, and muft needs utterly efface - 
their Writings and Monuments? To. this I:anfwer, . 
That they cannot prove this Inundation.to be uni-.. 
_verfal; not even out of theirown Scriptures, which: 
I: have narrowly examin’d in this Point, and: find the - 
Deluge limited to that. Part of the Earth which was 
inhabited at that Time. Which.verbal Limitatiom. 
fuppofes, that the whole Globe was neither inha-. 
bited, nor drown'd بز‎ or elfe they muft allow a Tau--

, Befides, it is evident from.what the Bible fays, 
concerning: Noah’s Preaching..an Hundred and: 
Twenty, Years.before the Flood, that this was. 
_ but a particular, Deluge, infli&ed. as a. Punithe- 
ment on. that obdurate and impenitent Nation. 
_ where he liv’d,, and who. derided. the Warnings of. 


the. 
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the Prophet. For it cannot be fuppos’d, that Noah 
wander’d up and down over the Face of the whole 
Earth, to preach every where, and warn all. Mankind 
of the approaching Calamity. And *twould feem 
partial in God, to fend him to preach to one People’ 
only, and let the reft of the World die in Ignorance. 
Either therefore there were no more People in the: 
World than thofe of his own Nation; or at leaft, 
there were no more to be drown’d. He was em- 
ploy’d in building the Ark, during the Time that _ 
he preich'd; and the .dlcoran makes mention of 
the Water that boil’d in Nozh’s Pot, which'are con- 
vincing Arguments, that he went not out of his 
own Country; unlefs we will fuppofe he carried 
the Ark, and his Pot along with him; one of which: 
is impoffible, the other ridiculous, and both of them 
full of Abfurdities. gh: 

Add to. this, that it. was impofiible for Noah and: 
his Three Sons to build an Ark fo big, as to con- 
tain: all the Species of clean Beafts and Birds by 
Fourteens; and the Unclean by Fours; and to have 
Room enough’to lay up Provifion fufficient to nou- 
rifh his Family, with fuch an infinite Number of. 
Living Creatures; fome of which would multiply 
upon him every Moon, others ‘in a little more Time, 
and all of them within the Year that they were con- | 
find to the Ark; -for fo long did the Flood lat. 

It is evident then, that it was but a particular > 
Deluge; and that the Ark was made only large 
enough to‘ contain the Species of Beafts and Birds: 
peculiar to that Country. For if it were otherwife, 
another Difficulty will ftart; Howvall the innume- 
rable Kinds of Beafts could tranfport themfelves from 
the Iflands; and remote Regions; to the Ark; and 
from thence back again to the Places from whence .

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so A great deal more might be faid; but this is

It is of great Importance to true Hiftory, that 
this Point fhould be thoroughly examin’d, and the 
Extent of the Flood adjsfted: For if it could be 
apparently made out, that Noah’s Flood was but ٠ 
“fuch another as thofe of Ogyges and Devcalion, ell 
-» the Mifts which darken Antiquity would vanifh. 
The whole Firmament of Chronology would be- 
come clear and ferene ; and we fhould walk in the 
Light of the primitive Ages, without being daz- 
zled, or forc'd to wink. am 
Mcthinks, I behold this Light glimmering from.

Letter, dated, 
Bom Vienna, which Nathan Ben Saddi fubfcrib'd;, 
but I prefently perceiv’d it was not his own Hand- 
writing ; which made me very uneafy, and full of 
careful Thoughts.

particular Proje& relating to Count Tekeli, a great 
Lord in that Country. 3 
I confider’d, that if the hte were writ with 
“Nathan's Knowledge, and by his Order; he cou’d 
not be fo forgetful, as not to bid the Scribe, who-.

he, nor the Stranger, have been feen, or heard of 
fince.

figured with Wounds and Slafhes, that it was im- 
poflible for any to diftinguifh or difcern who it 
was.
